HITS THE BUREAU SYSTEM 


Oklahoma Senator Believes New De­ 


partment Would Save 60,000 Lives 


Yearly 
and 
Prevent 
Sickness 
of 


S,OOO,OOO People. 


Washington, March 25.—‘‘Conserva­ 
tion of the life of our people Is of far 
greater importance than conservation 
of natural resources” is the opinion 
of Senator Owen, of Oklahoma. He 
declared himself emphatically on this 
attitude In a speech In the senate Ths 
speech was in support of his bill to 
establish 
a 
department 
of 
public 
health on a level with the present 
nine departments presided over by the 
members of the cabinet. 
“The conservation of the vitality 
and efficiency of oui people is a prob 
tem of the first magnitude demanding 
immediate intelligent attention,” said 
Mr. Owen. “We have had bureaus for 
IOO years. They are scattered in eight 
departments They have been discon 
neeted and without co-ordination They 
ever have been jealous of each other, 
the one nullifying and hampering the 
work of the other 
“They have been without a respon­ 
sible head because of this subdivision 
and because the chief of the most im­ 
portant of these bureaus, the surgeon 
general of the public health and ma 
rine hospital service, (annot express 
an opinion or give Information until 
he has consulted the secretary of ths 
treasury.” 
Ile declared that In the case of cer­ 
tain reports on the bubonic plague on 
the Pacific coast, “the bureau dealing 
with public health was easily sup 
pressed by commercialism and Its sup 
posed Interests, putting in jeopardy 
the national health, the national Inter­ 
ests and the national wealth and was 
required to withhold and suppress the 
truth In violation of section 4 of the 
nuarantlne laws.”
